CANAL TO THE LAKES SUGGESTED. 


What is the best way to build up an Amer- 
ican merchant marine? This is another im- 
portant question in which the nation is Inter- 
ested, and with which Congress is expected 
to grapple during the coming session. That 
@ merchant marine proportionate in sige and 
quality with our marvelous industries is one 
of the needs of the hour is admitted on every 
hand. How to bring this about, however, is 
a@ problem yet to be settled. So far but one 
plan has been proposed in Congress—subsi- 
dies. This suggestion, it has been clearly 
proved, is not popular with the American 
public. What, then, is the next best plan? 

In order to obtain an expression of opinion 
on this subject THe TRIBUNE addressed this 
query to leading newspaper editors in the 
different sections of the country: — 

“ Will you kindly outline your views of the 
best way to build up a merchant marine 
other than the subsidy scheme as proposed 
last year?’ 

Replies were received from eighteen ed- 
itors; of these twelve are at the head of Re- 
publican newspapers, four are connected with 
newsphpers of independent politics, and two 
control Democratic papers. These States are

represented: Tilinois, 
¢onsin, New Hampshire, New York, Penn- 


sylvania, Ohio, Maryland, Colorado, Ala- 
bama, Kentucky, and Oregon. 


, Majority Against a Subsidy. 

Twelve of the eighteen: editors declare 
themselves opposed to the subsidy scheme, 
four indorse it, and two take a neutral posi- 
tion. 

Menry Watterson of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal is of the opinion that the problem 
can be solved by repealing the discriminating 
navigation laws, reducing protective duties 
on commodities that enter into shipbuilding 
to a revenue basis, and turning our sailors 

F. L. Dustman, editor of the Toledo Blade, 
advises killing all subsidy bills on the ground 


‘that if combinations of men and money can 


be organized to successfully promote big 
railroads and stee! and iron plants, they be 
organized to build ships to carry ‘abroad 
the products of American skill and labor. 


Repeal Navigation Laws. 
The editor of the Baltimore Sun,.an inde- 


pendent newspaper, suggests the repeal of 


laws which forbid Americans to buy ships 
where they can buy them the cheapest, and 
R. F. Smith, editor of the Mobile (Ala.) Item, 
shares the same opinion. 

WilHam E. Cramer, editor of the Milwaukee 
Evening Wisconsin, regards the problem as 
one for the “‘ clearest heads and broadest 
statesmen of the nation,’ while the editors 
of the Denver Rocky Mountain News, Apple- 
ton (Wis.) Post, Centralia (Ill.) Sentinel, 
Galesburg (Iil.) Republican-Register, and the 
Manchester (N. H.) Union advise discrim- 
inating duties in favor of all goods carried 
by American vessels. 


‘Ship Canal to the Lakes. 
Frank E. Noyes, editor of the Marinette 


(Wis.) Daily Eagle, thinks our merchant 


marine would be materially aided by the 
construction of a ship canal from the great 
lakes to the Atlantic large enough to ac- 
commodate the largest ocean liners. This, 
he says, would make feasible direct lines 
of steamers from Chicago, Milwaukee, and 
other ports on the great lakes, and would 
much encourage the shipping industry, 
though to do this the old treaty relative 
to the building of war vessels on the great 
lakes would have to beabrogated. 

The editor of the Sioux City (la.) Tribune 
is of the opinion that this nation is rich 
enough to build a merchant marine, and has 
business enough to employ one, but he op- 
poses the establishment of “ another sub- 
gidized favorite that would soon be among 
the most powerful.” 

Follow Morgan’s Method. 

A. H. Lowrie, editor of the Elgin (Ill.) 
News, declares that subsidies are mischiev- 
ous; Amos P. Wilder, editor of the Madison 
(Wis.) State Journal, says “American ship- 


building is making normal progress without 
the stimulus of bounties ’; and the editor of 


the Janesville (Wis.) Gazette suggests that 


the moneyed men of the country adopt J. 
Plierpont Morgan’s methods and build up a 
merchant marine, his argumen: being: “If 
there is any money in a merchant marine 
there is capital enough in the country to 
build up a fleet that would be unrivaled. If 
there is no profit in the enterprise there is 
no reason why the people’s money should be 
invested." 

George Kendrick Buck, editor of the Scran- 
ton (Pa.) Republican, claims that.a subsidy 
would only temporarily boom the merchant 
marine rather than insure it a permanent, 
healthy growth. He suggests as an alterna- 
tive that all United States foreign mai! be 
transported only in home built and home 
owned boats, and that the government 
should provide free transportation of native 
goods from the Philippines, Hawali, Cuba, 
Porto Rico, and other insular possessions. 


Henry Watterson’s Plan. 
The opinions in full follow: 
Louisville, Ky., Oct. 9.--You ask me to take 
300 words to say what should be done to build 
up our merchant marine. I shall only re- 
quire thirty..

WILD HORSE HON? BEGINS 


“MANY MUSTANGS.

Campaign to'Clear the Ranges of South- 
ern Utah and Northern Nevada of 
Pests Is Commenced—First Day Re- 

sults in Death or Roping of More 


Ie Driven Over a Precipice Into a 
Canyon. 
| } 
Kanab, Utah,;Oct. 10.—[{Spectal.]—Hun- 
dreds of wild horses stampeded in terror over 
hill and plain today, pursued by a band of 
mounted ranchmen, urging their mounts to 
the utmost, and now and then taking a shot 
at one of the fleeing animals. 
The mustang hunt was on. Ranchmen 
from ail over northwestern Arizona and 
southwestern Utah, with some from Nevada 
began to. gather yesterday at Pipe Spring, 
Ari. The start was made as soon as the 
sun first began to show itself over the Kanab 
Mountains. Two score men, mounted on the 
best horses at their command and supplied 
with relays to enable them to keep up the 
pursuit, started. 
‘Although the mustangs seldom make a 
vicious fight, there is no keener sport than 
& mustang hunt. The only hunt of the kind 
on record in this locality was two years ago. 
Then 300 mustangs were shot and 1,500 capt- 
ured, anf’ indications are that this record 
will be surpassed. 


from the horses owned by the victims of the 
Mountain Meadows massacre in 1857. When 
the party, was attacked a large number of 
the horses ‘escaped. For nearly half a cen- 
tury they have been breeding on the ranges 
of this region, mingling with the stray Indian 
ponies and eseaped horses formerly belong- 


| ing to cowmen, and multiplying at a pro- 


digious rate. So numerous have they become 
that they have been eating up the none too 
rich ranges of this section. Hence the de- 
termination to work their destruction. 


‘Hunters Get Early Start. 

Under the leadership of Mathoniah Miles, 
one of the principal ranchmen of this 
region, the hunters started on their quest 
this morning. The party spread out so as 
to cover a wide stretch of ground. After 
nearly an hour had been spent in uneventful 
travel the form of a big stallion was seen. 
George Milton, a cowman 4nd an expert shot, 
opened fire. The stallion whirled arid darted 
off. He was the sentinel for a drove. The 
others, fifty or more, could be seen and heard 
as they scampered after him. The race was 
on. 
For miles the chase was kept up, only a 
half dozen of the hunters following. Finally 
a colt dropped out exhausted. Its mother 
joined her offspring to defend it. Two of the 
hunters approached the mare and her foal. 
The mother charged upon them, but a lariat 
was looped about her fore feet, she stumbled 
and feel to the ground. The colt was quickly 
roped, and both were tied to a rock. 


_ Herd Driven Into Trap. 
Presently the mustangs swerved to the 
They were coming into a broken country. 

The steepness of the ground impeded their 
progress: But the change in direction soon 
led them into atrap, They were driven into 
a cafion. A third of the way up the side 
‘was a ledge running parallel witht the bot- 
tom of the cafion and affording practically 
the only course where travel was possible. 
They plunged madly along this ledge. The 
hunters were still some distance away, al- 
though in plain sight/of the mustangs. 


Many Plunge to Death. 
Presently the leader stopped. He had 
come to a deep gorge. Above and below 
were precipices. In front was this gorge, 
twenty feet wide and fifty deep. Behind 
were the pursuers. He leaped. His forefect 
caught the otheg side. He scrambled madly 
for a couple of seconds, but a final effort 
enabled him to‘regain his foothold, and he 
stood triumphant. Then another tried the 
leap. His foreféet caught, but he fell back- 
ward to the rocks below. Another and 
another followed. Not a member of the 
drove failed to make the attempt. Three suc- 
ceetied. The rest fell upon the rocks below. 
The king of the drove turned and the other 
mustangs who were safe joined him., They 
saw the hunters coming, and turned and es- 
caped. The little party of hunters came to 
the edge of the gorge and counted twenty- 
eight horses ‘on the rocks below. Bullets 
soon put an end to this misery of the living. 


_ Other Parties Capture Many. 
Meanwhile the other hunters had broken 
up into small parties and a number of them 
had run into bunches of horses. Some had 
been corralled, some shot, and some lassoed. 
More had’ escaped. 
It was estimated that 100 mustangs had 
been disposed of in orie way or another. 
fe hunt will be in progress several days.

Tuesday morning in the Kankakee Hospital 
for the Insane, yesterday led to an investi- 
gation by the Police department of Chicago 
and an order by Coroner Traeger of Cook 
County for an inquest this morning. 

The Chicago Health department refused to 
issue a burial permiit because the “‘ cause of 
death’ was not stated in the death certifi-. 
cate given by the hospital authorities. The 
State Board of Health was informed that the 
Illinois Central railroad had transported the 
body without the “ cause of death” being 
given, as provided by law. 

These facts were made the basis of a re- 
quest by the relatives for an investigation 
of the cause of death, as they think the cir- 
cumstances justify an inquiry. 

Mr. Colby was sent to the hospital on Sept. 
27 after a brief stay at the Detention Hos- 
pital in Chicagea He had been suffering for 
some time because of financial troubles, and 
finally he became convinced that every one 


Tells of Death Message. 

*“ Letters came every few days from the 
authorities there, reporting Mr. Colby’s con- 
dition to be favorable,” said Mrs. Frances 
Adam, niece of Mrs. Katherine Colby, the 
widow, yesterday. ‘‘ On Oct. 3 we receiveda 
letter stating he had made an attempt to 
escape through a transom, but nothing was 
said regarding his condition, whether he was 
injured or not. However, we received a let- 
ter from the authorities on Oct. 7, saying he 
was getting along as well as could be ex- 


“On the following morning a telegram was 
received announcing his death. This letter 
also came to us the same day: 

‘* Kankakee, Ill., Oct. 8.—Mrs. Kate Colby, 2962 
Wabash avenue, Chicago—Vear Madam: 
letter of Gct. 7 has been received. 
that was forwarded to you yesterday it was | 
tioned that your husband, Edward J. Colby, was 
failing physically and that he absolutely refused 
to take any nourishment whatever. He was fed ar- 
tificially by means of a tube for three or four days, 
but in spite of this and medicine he was taking he 
continued to fail slowly. Last night it was noticed 
that your husband would not live much longer, and 
at 12:30 this morning he died, without suffering 
any perceptible pain. For the last two or three days 
he was more quiet than usual! and it was not nec- 
essary to have him restrained in bed. Respectfully 
J. C. CORBUS. 

“When the body was brought back we 
might not have thought it strange that it 
was covered with bruises, had not the death 
certificate failed to te the cause of his 
sudden taking off. When the Board of 
Health refused to issue a burial permit, and 
the hospital authorities attributed death to 
physical exhaustion, | thought it time to 
ask an investigation, and with the authority 
of my aunt I asked Lieutenant O’Brien to 


undertake the inquiry.” 


Undertaker Notes Bruises. 

A. B. Perrigo, undertaker at 2975 State 
street, was authorized on Tuesday evening 
by Mrs. Adam, who lives at 2962 Wabash 
avenue, to send to Kankakee for the body of 
Mr. Colby. Mr. Perrigo sent his son, C. H. 
Perrigo, on Wednesday morning and the 
body was brought to Chicago on Wednesday 
afternoon. At Kankakee Mr. Perrigo was 
conducted to the morgue, where the body 
had been taken. 3 

‘* In glancing over the body,”’ said Mr. Per- 
rigo, “I observed that there were some 
bruises on it. On careful examination I 
found that the ligaments of both kneecaps 
were broken and the caps so they could be 
moved in any direction for a space of several 
inches, a much greater movement than under 
normal conditions. Three inches below the 
kneecaps on both legs were red bruises, the 
size of a quarter of a dollar, while extending 
‘down the right side of the right leg was a 
long red bruise three inches in length and al- 
most an inch in width. The nose was broken 
and the face slightly disfigured. 


‘Death’ Certificate Faulty. 

/  T placed the body in a coffin and asked for- 
a certificate of death. It was supplied to 

me at the station, being signed by Dr. Claude 

F. Shrontz, physician at the hospital. The 

formal certificate from the Town Board of. 
Health was issued by David Lavery, the 

clerk, who took the body to the depot for me. 

It also bore the name of the President, Henry 

Beckman. Mr. Lavery is an undertaker in 

Kankakee and does a good part of the busi- 

ness for the asylum hospital, I was told. 

“ At the station the agent for the Illinois 
Central road, T. A. O'Connor, noticed there 
was no cause of death on the certificate and 
requested that it be given. Upon a nota- 
tion by Dr. Shrontz to the effect that the 
disease from which the man had died was 
‘non-contagious’ he accepted the body and 
L brought it through.” | 

Inquiry Is Started. 

When the facts were reported to Mr. Perri- 
go by his son he immediately called up Dr. 
M. A. Heckard of the Health department and 
asked for a burial permit. Dr. Heckard in- 
formed him it would be impossible for the 
Chicago department to issue a permit under 
the circumstances. 

In his turn, Dr. Heckard telegraphed to 
Kankakee for the cause of death. Yesterday 
morning Superintendent J. C. Corbus of the 
hospital at Kankakee replied as follows: 

“Colby died of physicial exhaustion.”’ 


Asylum Officials Explain. 


Dr. Martin Hektoen, who was on duty at 
the asylum hospital the night Colby died, 
ey saw Mr. Colby at 9 o'clock the night 
he died, and so far as I know he had no 
broken bones or strained tendons then. The 
patient attempted to escape through a tran- 
som on the night of Sept. 28, but was stopped 
by Attendant H. L. Brown. At that time 
one of his knees was bruised, but he was not 
seriously injured.” 

Dr. ‘Shrontz, who was in charge when a 
certificate of death was requested, said: 

“I did not like to give the cause of death 
as ‘acute mania,’ which was the real cause, 
eo I said death was not due to a contagious 
or infectious disease.”

the association, has been set down for in- 


vestigation by the Rock River Conference, 


now in session at Evanston. 

Bishop C. C. McCabe yesterday ordered 
that Hoover’s official conduct be looked into 
Acting on charges preferred against Dr. 
Hoover by Simon P. Gary, President of the 
Home Finding association, and. delivered toa 
the conference by Presiding Elder C. FE. 
Mandeville, Bishop McCabe named a com- 
mittee to take up an investigation of the ac- 
cusations made against Dr. Hoover and re- 
port to the conference at the earliest poss!- 


ble date. This cegmmittee is composed of: 
ev. C. J. Little ev. J. W. McCormack, 
Linebarger. W. A. Adron, 
Rev. W. 8. v Rev. N. M. Stokes, 
Rev. J. M. elps, ev. W. A. Phillips, 
Rev. C. cos Lovejoy, ev. H. T. Rasmus, 
. W. Lowery, _ A, Miller, 
ev. R. D. Griffin, v. % . White 
Rev. Samuel Earngey, ev. W. O. Sheppard 


The Rev. Frank D. Sheets and the Rev. W.

Yesterday afternoon the committee held a 
brief session for purposes of organization, tt 
was said, and this morning the real work of 
investigation will be taken up. 


Sweeping Charges Made. 

Mr, Gary, in his charges, makes sweeping 
accusations concerning Dr. Hoover's official 
conduct fn the management of the affairs of 
the association. In substantiation of the 
charges that Dr. Hoover has been guilty of 
willfully lying Mr. Gary cites instances to 
which he declares will be added the testt- 
mony of other witnesses to be heard by 
the examining committee. The charges in 
this particular follow: 

In A 18008, George K. Hoover stated be- 
fore a committee of four that a specified sum of 
$50 was. given to him conditionally and was not 
given to the association, when the facts are, ac- 
cording to a letter and testimony, that the money 
wags given unconditionally and for the’ place- 
ment of a child. 

In‘ July, 1901, George K. Hoover went to see 
Nrs. G. F. Swift of Chicago and solicited a do- 
nation, stating that he needed $200 or $300 to 
apply on a to save the property. She 
gave $50 on this representation. He dictated a 
letter to her, stating that the money had been 
applied to the $10,000 appeal fund. The facts are 
that George K. Hoover applied the entire amount 
to his salary and money he claimed was due him. 

On or about Sept. 16, 1901, in a trial before 
Justice Johnson, George K. Hoover, while under 
oath, said that the American Home Finding asso- 
clation was not tndebted to him and did not owe 
him anything, when, in fact, either a few days 
before or subsequently he stated in executive com- 
mittee meeting that the association owed him 
hundreds of dollars. And, further, according to 
his own statements, the association was at that 
time indebted to him more than $200. 


Charge of Misused Funds. 


and misapplication of funds of the associa- 
tion, the charges say: 

In March, 1901, the sum of $5 was given to George 

K. Hoover for the use of a young gir! in the care 
of the association. About $1 was expended fo- 
her. With this exception, the money had not bee 
given her prior to our criticisms in July, 1901. 
Since then we have-made no investigations. 
' In one of his weekly or monthly reports he shows 
that he collected a small amount, about $15. 
He took out his expenses and took the remainder 
for himself. 

Several cases where George K. Hoover received 
money for transportation purposes and without 
right or authority used the money for other pur- 


poses. 
George K. Hoover received a check or draft for 


the sum of about $200 for the child saving work. 
He obtained the money on this check and used it 
for his personal use, 

He has at divers times, received money for the 
| association and has not accounted for it. In some 
instances, where he had received money, he was 
requested to report, but has never done so. No en- 
tries are found upon the books for the items. 

The charges further,allege the Dr. Hoover 

refused to give proper directions for the 
burial of the remains of a child and left 
them to be buried in the potter's field, that 
he has employed persons and refused to 
pay the amounts due them, and has made 
promises which he knew the association could 
“not keep. 
The charges were not unexpected by Dr. 
Hoover. Ever since the conference con- 
vened he has been canvassing the members 
and making preparations for his defense. 


Laymen Want One Day. 


An important step was taken during yes- 
terday’s session of the conference by the 
Layman’s association which met in the First 
Presbyterian Church. A committee of three 
was appointed to confer with a similar com- 
mittee from the conference, and if the ideas

There is considerable mystery surroindine 
the affair. .Mrs. Carroll insists that she had 
no idea how Nelson got into her bedroom, 
where the shooting occurred, at 4 o'clock in 
the morning. She krew him well, and they 
had always been friends, she admits, but 
their relations were only those of friends, 
and the first she knew that he was in her 
room was when he shot at her. 

Despite this declaration, when the police 
arrived at the house they found Nelson lying 
dead on the floor, attired in nothing but his 
undershirt. His clothing was neatly piled on 


a chair.

Charles Carroll, the woman's husband, was 
a friend of Captain Nelgon. Carroll had been 
married to his wife about six years, but they 
did not get along well together. She is a 
pretty woman about 30 years old. Charles 
Kornder, her father, keeps a dry goods store 
at Fulton and Adelphi streets, Brooklyn, and 
is reputed to be rich. 

Carroll finally enlisted with the engineers 
and went to Manila. :

At 4 in the morn- 
ing almost the entire block was roused by 
her screams for help. Whena policeman and

her in the front parlor. 

She declared she didn’t know who had shot 
her, and when Nelson's body was found and 
shown to her she denied that she had ever 
seen the man before in her life. Her parents 
also declared that the man was an entire 
stranger. Later, when confronted with evi- 
dence of the untruthfulness of this, they ad- 
mitted their friendly relations with the dead 
man, but Mrs. Carroll declared that she had 
no idea how he had got in her bedroom. 

Neither the windows nor the front door of 
the house showed any signs of having been 
tampered with.

OLD LEGAL FIGHT IS RESUMED. 


Assignees of Ferdinand Schumacher 
Reopen Litigation for Possession o 
$100,000 Shares of Cereal Stock. 


After a delay of almost four years a legal 
fight involving shares in the American Cereal 
valued at $100,000, was resumed 
in the United States Circuit Court before 
Judge Kohisaat yesterday. The suit is that 
of the assignees of Ferdinand Schumacher 
Qgainet the American Exchange National 
Bank of Chicago, J. KE. Maass, Robert Stuart, 
and George, William, and D. Douglass. 

In May, 1896, Ferdinand Schumacher, who 
was then known as the American oatmeal 
king, found his paper approaching protest 
from several sources. One of his creditors 
was the American Exchange National Bank, 
which held a claim for $30,000. This was se- 
cured by 1,000 shares of stock, quoted at a 
par value of $100,000. It is claimed that 
contract was made between the bank and 
Mr. Schumacher that the former should be 
the last of his creditors to sell the security. 
Some mogpths after the bank sold the 1,0u0 
shares of collateral at a price far below the 
market value of that time to the Douglasscs 
of Cedar Rapids, Ia. 

The bill filed in the federa! court in Novem- 
ber, 1807, asked that the stock purchased by 
the Douglasses be returned to the assignees 
of Mr. Schumacher upon the repayment of 
the sum paid by the defendants.

Job and Skaggs come from southern Illinois, 
and were formerly classed with the Tanner 
following in that territory. Mr. Dawes had 
but little to say regarding the Senatorship, 
more than that he was now free to make the 
contest, and would carry on a vigorous 
campaign from this time forward. } 
“I will not formally open the campaign 
until Oct. 15,” he said, ‘when I will enter 
on a tour which will take me well. over the 
State.

London View of Copper. 


In commenting on the Amalgamated Cop- 
per situation the London Statist says: 

“The founders of the Amalgamated com- 
pany committed two grave mistakes. They 
did not take to heart the lessons taught by 
so Many previous attempts to ‘corner’ 
copper. Most of our readers will remember 
M. Secretan’s. famous attempt, and how it 
ended in the insolvency of that: gentleman 
and the breakdown of the Comtoir d'Es- 
4 compte. Yet the Standard people, blindgd 
apparently by their own marvellous success 
in that remarkable venture, felt sure that 
they could do what M. Secretan failed so 
egregiously to effect. And yet they did not 
avoid the errors which brought down M. 
Secretan. In the first place, they did not 
make sure beforehand of the codperation of 
the great copper-producing companies 
abroad. They did not connect with them- 
selves either the Spanish, or the Chilean, or 
the Australian, or the Japanese companies. 
It is obvious that this was an error which 
was sure to have grave consequences in the 
long run. The second grave mistake made 
by these gentlemen was their fixing the price 
too high. 

as this Amalgamated company had been 


wiser, it would have fixed the price much 


lower. It would have given encouragement 
in every way possible to consumption. And 
when it found that speculation had gone too 
far, and that crises were beginning, it ought 
to have made concessions to its customers. 
On the contrary, it has been eager to main- 
tain the inflated quotations. 

‘“Therefore, if it meets the necessities of 
the situation, it will put down prices grad- 
ually, and thus will encourage consumption. 
It ought to have avoided high prices and 
done its best to make consumption keep pace 
with production. The crisis in Germany and 
the depression all ‘over the continent are, of 
course, only temporary. When they have 
passed there is certain to be a great increase 
in the consumption of copper. Even yet we 
are in the infancy of electrical enterprise. 
It does not seem rash to say even already 
that electrical railways will largely super- 
sede steam railways before a ldng time. If 
the directors of the Amalgamated company 
act with judgment the price of copper will 
be allowed to settle at the price which the 
real consumption of the world justifies.”’

ANNULS YAGH? CLUB WRI? 


COURT “REVERSES 
LAKE FRONT INJUNCTION. 


Proposea Building in outer Harbor ae 
Foot of Monroe Street Held Not to Be 
on Park Grounds, and That Decision 
in A. Montgomery Ward Case Does 
Not Apply—Ruling Given on Order 
Issued to Clarence W. 
Dectatens. 


The Chicago Yacht club ‘is free to proceed 
with the erection of its clubhouse In the 
outer harbor at the foot of Monroe street. 
In a decision ‘announced yesterday the Ap- 
pellate Court reverses the injunction order 
issued last summer restraining the comple- 
tion of the building. 

The suit was filed by Clarence W. Marks as 
& property-owner On Michigan avenue, whose 
rights were affected. by the erection of the 
clubhouse. The court holds that the decis- 
fon of the Supreme Court in the A..Mont- 
gomery Ward case does not apply ia the pres- 
emt suit, as the building is not located in the 
Lake Front Park, now known as Grant Park. 

The case was taken to the Apellate Court 
on an appeal from the order of Judge Clif- 
ford granting the temporary injunction. The 
main contention of counsel for Mr. Marks 
was that as owner of the premises at Wash- | 
ington street and Michigan avenue, now oc- 
cupied by the Fire ee ee under his 
title he has the right to a free and unin- 
terrupted view of Lake Michigan. It also 
was contended that the erection of the build- 
ing was a violation of the obligation resting 
on the public to keep the Lake Front Park 
forever free from buildings. In support of 
these points the Supreme Court decision in 
the Ward case was cited. 

Building Not in Park. 

Judge Sears in his opinion said, in part: 

“The appellee is seeking to prevent the 
construction of a building which, according 
to the allegations of this bill of complaint, 
is not actually upon said land or waters of 
the park itself, but is on the outer harbor 
and outside of the government breakwater. 

** No authority is cited to us which holds 
that a riparian right owner can protect his 
view over the water, unless it may be in 
cases where he is the owner of the soil under 
the water to the center thread of a stream. 
Such cases do not apply to an owner of ripa- 
rian rights upon Lake Michigan.” 

Judge Windes, in a supplemental opinion 
concurring, said: ‘ The city, as a riparian | 
owner of the park in trust fer appellee and 
other lot owners abutting the park, as well. 
as for the public in general, seems to be. 
neglecting its duty to protect its bene- 
ficiaries, the lot owners included, from an 
encroachment upon their rights of ingress 
to and egress from the lake.”’ 


Attorney N. W. Hacker, who, with George

made. “ He builds as far as he may, leaving 
the rest to God.”

At any 
rate, the outburst of adolescent asptration 
which his here, a young Greek devotee, ex- 
periences resembles greatly the strugsies, 
pains, and mistic distrust of the world 
which the Russians are given to portraying. 
But whereas the tales toid by the Russians 
end in defeat, their young philosophers find- 
ing no relief from pain and doubt, the sor- 
rows of Mr. Horton's hero ate wiped away in 
the most nat@ral manner imaginable—by a 
wife and child, a fooftree, and an occupation. 
As a psychological study, however, Mr. 
Horton's book is not so successful as a book 
descriptive of Greek customs. The life in the 
Greek monastery, the simple dally round of 
the peasants in the village, the superstitions, 
half-Christian, half-heathen; the naive out- 
look upon life, the timidity and content of 
these people, who know almost no disturbing 
ambitions, are all exceHently related. Fortu- 
nately, too, there is no little humor in the 
book, and that of an individual kind. What 
is lacking in the story is a clew to the frame 
of mind which won the poor imitation 8t.

She did a huge amount 
of emsay writing in her day, considering ner 
other laborfs, and most of it is certainly 
worthy of the women. As a member of the 
Westmineter review staff she covered a wide 
range of work of this nature, and left much 
which will rank with the best easays of her 
day at a time when the essay was more popu- 
lar and—ponderous than now. The volume 
of Poems contains all that she wrote in this
